'Ihe remarks concern an 
oveihaul of the c(mtrover8ial 
B.C. MedlatiiHi Act, to be 
dealt wtth at the special ses¬ 
sion of the provincial legisla¬ 
ture which opened Tuesday. 


The main feature of the new 
government’s' proposed 
amendments to the act is the 
decision that the chairman 
and commissioners be "re¬ 
moved” and the commission 
dissolved. 

Since it was created by &e 
Social Credit regime of W. A. 
C. Bennett in 1968, the com¬ 
mission and Its compulsory 


powers ha\’e been under con¬ 
stant attack from organized 
labor. 

Unions have generally boy¬ 
cotted it and on more than 
one occasion the act that 
created it has been blamed 
for serious confrontations be¬ 
tween labor and government. ' 
The NDP had said prior to 
its Aog.

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Trudeau on Canadian Control: 


Too Soon To Get Tough 


TORONTO (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau said 'Tues¬ 
day conditions may be ripe in 
ab^ five years for tougher 
government measures to 
exert Canadian control over 
the economy. 

He said in a question-and- 
answer session following a 
Junior Board of Trade lun¬ 
cheon that this is a difficult 
time for Canada to be 
"hard" on foreign investment 
because of the necessity to 
create jobs. 

Such a policy would lead to 
massive unemployment and a 
slowdown of economic 
growth. 

In the evening, Trudeau told 
upward of 15.000 cheering sup¬ 
porters at Maple Leaf Gar¬ 
dens that the goal of his gov- 


ernnient is a harmonious 
equilibrium embracing all re¬ 
gions of Canada. 

He also pledged to w.tIc for 
a "social order reflecting 
human values" if the Liberals 
are returned to power in the 
Oct. 30 federal election. 


Otw^prving that Canada has 
a teohnical frontier, a geo¬ 
graphic frontier and ,a so<*ial 
frontier, the prime minister 
declared: "Wo have in 19711 a 
chance to bring it all to¬ 
gether."

‘Mind-Blowing’ 


SASKA'TCXJN (CP) — New 
Democratic Party I.,eader 
David Lewis renewed his 
campaign against the "cor¬ 
porate rip-off" Tuesday, blas¬ 
ting the drug industry for 
mind-blowing prices. 

"Canadian drug prices are 
completely unrelated to real¬ 
ity. 

"Instead, the firms charge 
whatever they think they can 
get away with." he told an 
NDP rally of about 1.700. 

It was the first event of a 
week-long Lewis tour through 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia. Lewis 
blamed the high drug prices 
partly on the lirm.s' advertis¬ 
ing, jjxpenses. 

‘’For every dollar y>u .spend 
on drugs, 30 cents of that dol- 
l.ir is spent on advertising 
and promotion." 

He said the industry spends 
$5,000 a year for every Cana¬ 


dian doctor to convince physi¬ 
cians to prescribe their 
brands. 

One of the worst examples 
of drug-price inflation had 
been uncovered by the NDP 
Manitoba government, when 
it banded hospitals together 
for joint purchases. 

The difference between the 
bulk prices and the prices 
paid by consumers was 
"mind-blowing": from 1,100 
per cent to almost 1,500 per 
cent. 

Lewis prescribed a three- 
step cure for high drug 
prices: 

• Srt up a ernwn corpora¬ 
tion to produce generic drugs 
and .soil Hmmii at jiriros just 
high enough lo pay for pro¬ 
duction and rcarcb. 

• Set new consumer regu-

Police said two per8(»is, a 
man and a woman, were shot 
dead in the fightijig that 
raged simultaneously in 


major Pnilesuint and Cathev 
lie enclaves. 

The confirmed dead took 
Northern Ireland's three-year 
death toll to at least &13.

Dmt Dr. ThMteaoa: I enjoy 
your no-nonsense, unequivocal 
answers which I find very in¬ 
formative. 

I am in my mid-COs, and 
about 20 months ago found 
that I couldn’t get up from 
bed without severe pain in the 
lower back. 

X-rays disclosed sacral-Ium- 
bar arthritis, but I comfort 
myself with the knowledge 
that it isn’t the crippling kind, 
and I know that few of us es¬ 
cape the ravages of time. 

I use an electric heating 
pad In bed and in back of pie 
when viewing 'TV. It it mildly 
helpful. 

I don’t walk as much or at 
rapidly aa formerly, particu¬ 
larly when each step causes 
pain. On other occask>ns, al¬ 
though I am conscious ctf 
stiffnest, I keep walking so I 
won’t become immobilized. 

I would like to try either 
diathermy or sonar-wave 
treatment. I know this Is only

a palliative, but I understand 
the heat penetrates deeper.^ 
M.B.B. 

Thank you for appreciating 
my unequivocal answers. So I 
shall now equivocate. 

1 just don’t know whether 
dirthermy or sonar will help. 
It is true that the heat pene- 
tiates deeper. That’s the pur¬ 
pose of those methods. 

Hiis heat wih not correct 
the changes in bone shape 
that have o^^curred, but lilw 
any warmth, it will soothe 
and relax muscles which often 
become tense when you have 
arthritia. So all I can say 
about these methods is: try 
them. See if they help. But 
don't expect more than you 


can reasonably expect to 
gain. 

Yot show a pretty sane atti¬ 
tude toward arthritis. Keeping 
joints flexible, even if it hurts, 
is vastly more sensible than 
letting them stiffen and be¬ 
come more or less useless 
thmigh lack of movement 

At the same time, in your 
particular type of trouble. It 
Is not too unusual for the pain 
to disappear after a while be¬ 
cause of further changes that 
may take idace in the joints 
of the spine. 

I have no doubt your doctor 
has given you some guidance 
on what type of activity or ex¬ 
ercise will benefit your back 
without harming it — and 
medication can make it less 
painful. 

There’# one other thing I’d 
suggest. Your pain is worst 
when you first get up in the 
morning. It may be because 
your mattress is too soft and 
doesn’t give quite enough sup¬ 
port while you're asleep.

Closer to the Mark 


T he running argument between Prime 

Minister Trudeau and Opposition Leader Stan¬ 
field on the job-creating performance of the gov¬ 
ernment is becoming labored. It is to be hoped the 
two soon will tire on the subject and find second 
wind on the real issue. 

The attempt by the liberals to gain ground on 
the question of jobs had to be challenged. But 
enough’s enough. 

Perhaps it would have been better for Mr. 
Trudeau if .he hadn’t followed what, no doubt, was 
the advice of his election strategists In claiming 
credit for new work opportunities that have shown 
in the past four years. The prime minister’s boast 
that his government was responsible for more than 
one million more jobs since 1968 was immediately 
branded as “an outright lie” by Mr. Stanfield. He 
accused the prime minister of "exaggeration” and 
"misrepresentation.” 

The prime minister came back with what he 
claimed are Statistics Canada figures to puff out 
-his boast, and was deflated somewhat by the Con¬ 
servative leader’s reminder that there are many 
seasonal jobs and seasonable variatioRS which, 
when taken into account, bring the “over one mil¬ 
lion” claim down to swnething like 841,000 new 
openings on the labor market 

What Mr. Stanfield might have swung harder 
at is Mr. Trudeau’s taking of- credit for all of the 
new work opportunities that have arisen. It is sur¬ 
prising that there have been as many as 841,000 in 


view of the polidea that the {iberal government 
has been following. 

What the actual number is may be contained 
in the annual report of the Economic Council of 
Canada which was due to be published last month 
but which the government has delayed until after 
-the election. Mr. Stanfield is unlikely to get an an¬ 
swer to his questioning of udiy the release of the 
report has been pushed into November. It looks 
suspiciously as though its contents could puncture 
the prime minister’s balloon with a bang although 
hasn’t this happened already? 

Hasn’t 7 per cent imemployment done the 
deed? This is where argument should be concen¬ 
trated. Let the Liberals take credit fm- creating any 
number of new jobs. But the fact remains that the 
number comes nowhere near the increase in the 
labor force. 

Mr. ’Trudeau isn’t changing his inflation-fight¬ 
ing game plan even though it is a loser, and Mr. 
Stanfield would well be advised to Ignore the mean¬ 
ingless Liberal boast and press his solutions to the 
miserable employment situation that exists and 
could grow worse. 

Basically, the Conservative plan is to cut taxes 
to stimulate consumer spending. ’This, it is argued, 
would increase production and economic activity 
generally. And the result woidd be more jobs — 
maybe in number that would be closer to the labor 
force mark than Mr. Trudeau’s “more than one 
million.” 


Liberal Lure for Toronto 


\Y/HATEVER MITCHELL SHARP may say to 
the contrary, a federally-financed park on 
Toronto’s waterfront is an election “goodie” to top 
all such goodies. The proof is in the timing of the 
announcement, 13 days before the vote. It is also in 
the planning of the 86-acre park without consulta¬ 
tion with the Ontario or Toronto govenunents. 

The external affairs minister, who shared the 
joy of making the announcement at a press con¬ 
ference with his colleagues the labor minister, the 
science minister, the energy minister and the com¬ 
munications minister, explained that the federal 
government initiated the project without count¬ 
ing the provincial or municipal authorities because 
it was a last chance to keep a “ceramic curtain” of 
highrlse buildings from blocking off the waterfront 
permanently. 

He talked as if that ceramic curtain were going 
to rise along the 86 acres next week or next month, 
which is nonsense. ’The obvious truth is that the 
park, with outdoor and Indoor sports and recrea¬ 
tion facilities, bicycle paths, boating accommo¬ 
dation and the like, at an initiid estimated land cost 
of $30 million and who knows how many additional 


millions later, is a one-sided effort because one side 
wants all the credit It is a bid to hold the Liberals’ 
seats in Toronto — at the expense of all Canadian 
taxpayers. 

It may be argued that it is in the best Interests 
of the whole country that Canada’s cities be made 
better places for living, and few Will quarrel with 
the proposition that the federal and provincial capi¬ 
tals, for instance, shovdd be showpieces with the 
aid of federal and provincial funds, •r 

But if the federal Liberals are re-elected, the 
lakefront park in Toronto will set a precedent that 
may be an acute embarrassment to the govern¬ 
ment in the ensuing years. 

For if it is right that a strictly-federal park on 
a grand scale should be provided for the citizens of 
Toronto, can the Ottawa government justify the 
exclusion from such largesse of Vancouver, for ex¬ 
ample, or Victoria on a smaller scale (but with a 
need just as crying) or any other Canadian city 
with a waterfront to save and improve? 

It is only a short time, one may recall, since 
Victoria had a hard time acquiring federal wa¬ 
terfront land for a park at much less than the com¬ 
mercial market value.

Recently I watched a tele¬ 
cast which depicted Senator 
Edward Kennedy introducing 
George McGovern at a politi¬ 
cal rally. Sparks were flying. 
The audience went wild with 
excitement upon hearing the 
senator speak. Right after the 
speech was ended, the presi¬ 
dential candidate mounted the 
rostrum to make known, in 
his usual somewhat humdrum 
fashion, his policies. 'The ef¬ 
fect on the audience was not 
nearly so moving as when the 
senator spoke. 

Why should Senator Ken¬ 
nedy have moved his listeners 
so? Was the message he had 
to deliver entirely responsible 
for this? I think not. Rather 
It was die way in which it was 
delivered. 'The man is a bom 
orator, able to project his 
charming personality (charis¬ 
ma) while speaking, and at 
all other times. McGovern is 
quite another type. 

About the same difference 
exists between the leaders of 
two of C^anada’s political par^ 
ties as does between those 
two Americans. Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, although certainly not 


endowed with an over abun¬ 
dance of oratorical ability, 
sun retains some of the 
charisma which was probably 
largely responsible for having 
him put into power in the first 
place. He has personality. 
Robert Stanfield possesses in¬ 
dividuality. 

The word personality is 
derived from the Latin per- 
sfmna, meaning mask. If 
more were aware of 

this fact, and that beneath the 
mask of personality lies one’s 
true* nature (individuality), 
there would be far less 
chance of them being de¬ 
ceived by personality, 

Robert Stanfield, usually 
unmasked, is a gentleman. 
(Or is that considered a dirty 
word nowadays?) His integri¬ 
ty can be clearly seen. His 
utterances might lack fire, 
but their issues make sense. I 
would far sooner vote for an 
individualist than for a man 
or woman bubbling over with 
personality. Why? Because 
the former shows his real na¬ 
ture. whereas the latter keeps 
his concealed.

Coloreds Have No Home 


South Africans Nervously Studying 
Safe Alternatives to Apartheid 


Most white South Africans, 
if they were asked to pass 
judgment on the unltaiy state 
that was created in 1910 when 
the four provinces Trans¬ 
vaal, Orange Free State, C^pe 
and Natal — were brought to¬ 
gether, would say it had 
faUed. 

Certainly, this is the ver¬ 
dict of the three major politi¬ 
cal parties in the coun^ -- 
the ruling Natkmalist Party, 
and the two opposition par¬ 
ties, the United Party and the 
Pn^p^ssive Party. They all 
agree that South Africa has 
not succeeded in welding its 
four milUan whites, 15 million 
Africans, two million Coloreds 
(of mixed-race descent) and 
700,000 Indians into a single 
nation. 

★ ★ ★ 

John Vorster’s Nationalist 
Party has proposed, as its so¬ 
lution, the policy of apartheid 
or “separate development”. 
The plan is to create at least 
nine Bantustans or “home¬ 
lands”, based on the rem¬ 
nants of the African tribal 
lands, and to make eveiy .Af¬ 
rican in South Africa, whether 
he lives in a Bantustan or not. 
a Bantustan citizen. 

The Bantustans have all 
been promised Independence, 
which means their citizens, 
even if they are bom and 
work all their lives in a 
“white” urban area, will be 
foreigners in the whole of 
“white” South Africa. 'They 
will carry the passports of 
their respective Bantustans or 
ethnic homelands. 

The flaws in the policy are 
obvious. The most important 
is that the Bantustans cover 
only 13.7 per cent of South 
Africa’s surface area, «nd 
that generally they are im¬ 
poverished areas of subsis- 
tance farming, incapable of 
supporting even their existing 
populations — just over one- 
thli-d of the 15 miUion Afri¬ 
cans. Although the Bantustans 
have been promised indepen¬ 
dence. therefore, economi¬ 
cally they will be d^^oident 
on white South Africa for the 
foreseeable future. Political 
sovereignty is thus meaning¬ 
less to them. 

The remaining two-thirds of 
the African population will 
continue to work on white 
farms and In white mines, in- 
dustnes, etc., but as a right- 
lees, rootless proletariat. A 
more explosive situation it 
would be difficult to imagine. 

It is this policy which is 
breaking up now, as one by 
one the Bantustan leaders 
start to show up the short¬ 
comings of the system. Tlieir 
tactic, simply, is to point out 
that their land area is inade¬ 
quate and to demand more. 

★ ★ ★ - 
Mr. Vorster’s government is 
unable, of course, to give 
them more land, as it would 
mean taking it away from 
white farmers. Politically, 
this would be suicidal. 

The “separate develop¬ 
ment” policy, as it is applied 
to the two million Colored 
people, is In an even bigger 
shambles. The Africans, at 
least have homelands, but the 
Coloreds have no separata 
geographical areas (apart 
from their segregated resi¬ 
dential townships). The whole 
community hangs in limbo. 
Mr* Vorster himself has said 
he cannot see the end of the

future generations will have 
to find a solution. 

The government-created 
Colored Persons’ Represent¬ 
ative Council meanwhile is in 
uproar.

assembly will handle only 
those matters of importance 
to all the constituent units, 
subject to built-in checks (in¬ 
cluding a watchdog mul¬ 
tiracial senate) to prevent one 
race group dominating an¬ 
other. 

The provinces. It will be 
noted, are to be multiracial — 
in other words, they will be 
smaller versions of the mul¬ 
tiracial state as a whole. The 
Progressive Party accepts 
that all the races cannot sim¬ 
ply be poured into the same 
melting pot Immediately, but 
it hopes that through its quali¬ 
fied franchise, and the checks 
and balances in the federal 
structure. It will gradually be 
able to build up a united, mul¬ 
tiracial country. 

The United Party, which

Colombia’s ‘Green War’ 
Exercise in Savagery

Rudiless struggles in Co¬ 
lombia for control of 
the market in Illicitly-mined 
emeralds have led to army in¬ 
tervention. In the brutal com¬ 
petition among prospectors 
and heavily-armed smugglers 
more than 250 have died, 93 
since May. 

Known as the “Guerra 
Verde” — the Green War — 
its battlefield is near to the 
state mine at Muzo, only 100 
miles from Bogota, capital of 
Colombia. Ck>lombia produces 
over 90 per cent of the world’s 
gem-quality emeralds, the 
government running two of 
the three mines, trying to reg¬ 
ulate the sale and, through 
the Colombian Emeral Cm»- 
pany, trying to control the 
market and keep prices up. 

But with the possibility of a 
lucky find as the only chance 
to break out of their misera¬ 
ble poverty caused by unem¬ 
ployment and illiteracy,, ille¬ 
gal prospectors or guaqueros 
follow the rumors of new 
emerald veins like vultures 
after a dying horse. When si¬ 
zeable finds are made the 
word spreads and within days 
hundred arrive with their 
children to pan through the 
dirt in rivers and streams. 

If they are not found by the 
police their problems begin 
.^when they try to take their 
finds into a city to sell,, for the- 
smuggler gangs wait in 
ambush on the roads to “buy” 
their emeralds for a handful 
of pesos. Only the very brave, 
foolish or desperate refuse the 
offered price, for the enforc¬ 
ers carry machine-guns, and 
use them without qualms. The 
same gangs organize the sup¬ 
ply of food to clandestine min¬ 
ing zones, cancelling debts in 
exchange for virtually all the 


gems a guaquero has found, 
and only liquidating bad debts 
by liquidating the debtor. 

In the mountainous 500* 
square-mile area around 
Muzo an army investigation 
team discovered that gunmen 
were running a nearly au- 
t(momous state, controlled by 
two gangs from Bogota and 
the city of Chiqulnquira whose 
activities the police had been 
trying to st(^ for years. 

The investigators estimated 
that 20,0()0 people were in the 
area, half with modem 
firearms and one in five with 
criminal records. The local 
police and mining authorities 
had been bribed and threat¬ 
ened into indifference to the 
exploitation and brutality. 

Fifteen gang leaders were 
captured in Bogota and will 
now go before a military 
court on charges of criminal 
association, extortion, rob¬ 
bery, poesession of firearms, 
smuggling and multiple 
murder. 

★ ★ ★ 

But the impoverished gua¬ 
queros, for as long as the 
emerald fever holds them, 
will continue to risk any 
danger in the desperate 
search for sudden wealth. The 
poorest sectors of the popula¬ 
tion have been untouched by 
the steady progress of Colom¬ 
bian industrial devel^ment 
and despite recent govern¬ 
ment attempts to control mi¬ 
gration from the countryside, 
tens of thousands of people 
every year prefer to leave for 
the slums and shanty-towns of 
the cities in hope of jobs and 
money. Without either, the 
stories of fortunes to be made 
in the emerald zones can give 
a man the desperate urge to 
try his luck.

This protection is offered 
in two ways: whites, for some 
considerable time, will be the 
majority in the federal assem¬ 
bly; and the present all-white 
parliament will decide which 
powers to devolve to the Fed¬ 
eral Assembly and when. 

The United Party argues 
that the reality of South Afri¬ 
can politics is that power re¬ 
sides exclusively in the hands 
of white voters, and that if 
they think a policy Is too lib¬ 
eral they will reject it. The al¬ 
ternative then be to con¬ 
tinue with the present ooUaps-''*"^—^ 
Ing apartheid policy. 

This quickening activity on 
the party political front In¬ 
dicates that the next general 
election, due before mid-1975, 
will be a crucial one. The 
United Party, Infused with 
new hope, Is undergoing a 
process of rejuvenation, and 
hopes to make deep inroads 
into the Nationalist Party’s 
majority at the election. It re¬ 
alizes that if it fails to make 
this progress many opposition 
whites will lose heart and will 
be inclined to throw in the 
towel. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Nationalist Party, for 
its part, has no positive policy 
issues on which to fight the 
election. It can only play on 
the racial fears of its support¬ 
ers and tell them that the 
United Party’s policy will 
mean the end of the white 
man in Southern Africa. Tills 
move to rekindle the flames 
of Afrikaner nationalism is 
their bedrock strategy and 
they believe it can work 
again. It is all they have left. 

If they cannot rally their Afri¬ 
kaner supporters into the 
laager this time they are*lost. 

That is why, although the 
election is some distance off, 
more and more emotionalism 
is creeping into political 
speeches, and cabinet min¬ 
isters are quite unashamedly 
conjuring up all the Afri- 
ka ner’s w imeval fears. Nel- 
ther they nor anyone else 
knows just how far the Afri¬ 
kaners have been dena¬ 
tionalized. If enough of them 
have shed the nationalism of 
their past then the Vorster 
government is on its way out.

And so the phenomeon of 
national parks has become a 
vital concern not only in high¬ 
ly industrialized nations but in 
developing countries as well. 

Many large and {X)werful 
nations that have thought only 
in terms of economic develop¬

Yet these political leaders 
with vision, and a growing 
number of ordinary citizens in 
these countries are looking 
beyond the immediate d^ 
mand for economic gain. 
They see a time when their 
pe(^le might need the solace 
of natural areas but find 
none. 

And some countries, such as 
Kenya,-where tourism is the 
second-biggest industry, are 
realizing that with proper 
planning, conflicting priorities 
could well be reconciled. 

Opening sessions of the con¬ 
ference were linked to the re- 
dedicati(Mi of Yellowstone and 
its ideals for another 100 
years. 

Then the scene shifted to 
nearby Grand Teton National 
Park for six days of technical 
sessions on such topics as 
wildlife management, envi¬ 
ronmental education, marine 
parks, population and eco¬ 
nomic pressures, and the uni¬ 
versal conflicts of parks and 
people. 

★ ★ ★ 

In ancient China and India 
certain lands were protected 
for wildlife; In many coun¬ 
tries royalty reserved lands 
for hunting. Occasiimally the 
royal preserves were <^ned 
to the public. Many cities 
thr^nighout the world devel¬ 
oped landsca|)ed town squares 
or large urban paries. 

But the idea that took hold 
with Yellowstone was that 
certain large areas should be 
permanently set aside and 
supported by national govern¬ 
ments. Such uses as lumber¬ 
ing. farming, mining, and 
grazing, as wbU as human 
settlements, would be banned. 

The national park idea was 
by no means universally pop¬ 
ular or speedily adopted. The 
Yellowstone bill would un- 
dbu’HItedly have been defeated 


or delayed had stockmen co¬ 
veted Yellowstone’s meadows. 
But tbe region was too remote 
for logging and mining, and 
the presence of hostile Indians 
in rugged country caused 
westward settlers to pass it 
by. 

★ * ★ 

But gradually the park con-, 
cept caught on with the Amer¬ 
ican public; Yosemite. Se¬ 
quoia, and General Grant 
(later renamed Kings Can- 
yem) in California; Mt. Rain¬ 
ier in Washington; Oater 
Lake in Oregon; Mesa Verde 
in Colorado; and Glacier in 
Montana were set aside as na¬ 
tional parks early in the 20th 
century. 

Meanwhile, the roots were 
taking hold elsewhere. The 
first time the words "national 
park" were used in the body 
of legislation was when Aus¬ 
tralia established what is now 
Royal National Park near 
Sydney in 1879. 

Canada created its first, 
BanN National Park in Alber¬ 
ta in 1887, and established a 
Natkmal Park Service in 1911, 
ftva years ahead of a similar 
U.S. action. 

In South America in 1903, 
Dr. Francisco P. Moreno, 
after being given 18,000 acres 
by the Argentine government 
as a reward for exploratkm, 
gave the land back to the gov¬ 
ernment for a national park, 
Nahuel Huapi, which is n w 
the largest and most popular 
in Argentina. 

★ ★ ★ 

Even before that, the first 
private donation specifically 
for national park use was 
made in 1877 when an associa- 
tlwi of Maori chiefs in New 
Zealand gave the government 
land which became the basis 
of Tongariro National Park. 

And in Africa, erne of the 
world’s first lai^e-scale ef¬ 
forts to have a national park 
with major emphasis on sci¬ 
entific research was made in 
1925 with the establishment of 
Albert National Park in the 
then Belgian Congo (now 
Zaire). 

The past 10 years have seen 
the greatest growth and the 
‘'greatest difficulties for na¬ 
tional parks.

In most of the industrial 
worid, especially in tha Unit¬ 
ed States and Japan, the tide 
of visitors has surprised of¬ 
ficials. In many cases the 
parks have not been able to 
absorb it without damage. 

The United States, after 
creating few national parks In 
the two decades prior to 1962, 
set aside five major new 
parks—Guadalupe Mountains 
in Texas, C^onlands in 
Utah, North Cascades in 
Washington, Voyafeurs in 
Minnesota. and Redwood 
Park in California. 


Not to be outd<»ie, Canada 
has added 11 new national 
parks in the last four years 
(including Pacific Rim on 
Vancouver Island’s west 
coast), increasing the total 
area in its system by more 
than 50 per cent. Four new 
parks were added this year, 
three of them in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories. 

Among developing nations 
many new parks have been 
established in the decade, but 
support from citizens and pol¬ 
iticians has often been slew. 

★ ★ ★ 

Botswana has set aside 17 
per cent of the entire nation 
in mtiohal parks and equiva¬ 
lent reserves. Senegal and Ca¬ 
meroon each have three na¬ 
tional parks established since 
independence. 

Zaire has four new national 
parks covering 10 million 
acres, and Zambia is soon ex¬ 
pected to set aside 10 or more 
new national parks. I-atin 
American countries have es¬ 
tablished about 30 new parks 
since 19^. 

Most of Europe, on the 
other hand, has such high 
populati<xi density and so 
much of file wild has already 
been civilized that new park 
landscapes meeting UN cri¬ 
teria are virtually impossible 
to find. 

★ ★ ★ 

Other new developments 
are underway in the park 
field. Many countries are 
rushing to establish or plan 
marine parks. 

A World Heritage Trust con¬ 
vention to Rive recognition 
and collective assistance 
where needed to areas of in¬ 
ternational significance has 
been prc^xised by President 
Nixon, recommended by the 
recent United Nations Confer^ 
ence on the Human Environ¬ 
ment, and will be voted on at 
the October general confer¬ 
ence of UNESeX). 

Such a convention would 
probably include areas such 
as the Grand Canyon, the Ser- 
gengeti plains in Tanzania, 
the Galapagos Islands in 
Ecuador, and Iguazu Falls in 
Argentine *— all now es¬ 
tablished as national parks. 

★ ★ ★ 

In some countries, reversals 
have been felt, with parks los¬ 
ing out to settlements, agri¬ 
culture. highways, dams, or 
other exploitive intrusions da¬ 
maging to a section or some¬ 
times to the entire park. 

Some allow hunting, log¬ 
ging. and even resort commu¬ 
nities within their borders^ 
Some are established and run 
by states rather than a na¬ 
tional govei^ment. 

The question: Whether the 
parks should be raised to 
meet the criteria, or the cri¬ 
teria lowered to meet existing 
conditions. 

Dr. kai Curry-lindahl, who 
directs UNESCO ecology and 


conservatiw) activities for 
Africa, states that new dimen¬ 
sions must be added ti the 
reasons why national parks 
must be established. 

Natkmal parks are needed 
for mental and physical 
health and well-being "as a 
counterbalance, to urban life 
and social stress," he points 
out.

P^ks are also needed as 
living laboratories for biologi¬ 
cal studies, as gene jsanks for 
wild plants and animals, for 
rehabilitation of destroyed 
areas, and also for educatiem- 
al and historic purposes. 

“It Is Indeed difficult to 
understand why it should be 
more important for humanity 
to preserve at immense costs 
dead monuments of the past 
than living treasures of by¬ 
gone days — plants, animals 
and intact biocommunities,'’ 
says Curry-Lindahl.

“It is often claimed that 
historic cultural sites are 
more valuable to preserve 
than natural regions because 
the former reflect how man 
lived in the past.

He cautioned, however, that 
even the staged increase In 
the provincial minimum wage 
from J1.50 to $2.50 over 18 
months could boost uncmiiloy- 
ment figures which already 
stand at about 8 per cent in 
this province. 

Earlier, Premier Barrett 
denied suggestions that the 
NDP was trying to outdo the 
generosity of the new federal 
unemployment I n s u ranee 
icheme in establishing a $200 
minimum monthly income for 
everyone over 65 in B.C. He 
said: "We are dealing with 
people who have been produc¬ 
tive, who have built this 
country and for too long have 
been cast aside.” 

Under the Canada Assis¬ 
tance Plan, by which OttaWa 
pays 50 per cent of approved 
costs, there will have to be a 
needs test to qualify, Barrett 
said. But he added even if 
federal authorities refuse to 
pay half of the full cost of the 
scheme — which according to 
latest estimates will be $45 
million to $60 million — B.C. 
will implement it. 

“We are not acting lire- 
8p(Mi8ibly," Barrroti said. 
"This province is wealthy 
enough to d > it. We can do it 
and we intend to do it.” 

The premier added, howev¬ 
er, “I would expect the feder¬ 
al government to act responsi¬ 
bly in.this regard (by agree¬ 
ing to full sharing under the 
CAP) before Oct 30.” 

The throne speech said: 
”This special session will see 
the first guaranteed minimum 
income of $200 per month for 
senior citi 2 ens established 
anywhere in North America. 
It is this government’s sincere 
attempt to pioneer legislation 
for the senior citizens of this 
province. Without their en¬ 
ergy, dedication and commit¬ 
ment to the province in its 
early days, none of us would 
be in a ffosition to en.loy -our 
great province as much as we 
do today. 

"This program will cost a 
substantial amount of money, 
but this wealthy province has 
the fund.s available, and it is a 
matter of some urgency that 
these funds be put into the 
hands of our senior Vitizens as 
a right as quickly as possi¬ 
ble."

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) — 
Terrorists blasted all rail 
lines around the City of Ro¬ 
sario and set off more bombs 
in Buenos Aires Tuesday, the 
27th anniversary of exiled 
President Juan Peron's sei¬ 
zure of power in Argentina. 

Policy attributed the bomb¬ 
ings to extremist followers oT 
Pcron and banned “loyalty 
day" demonstrations 
Peronists had scheduled in 
Buenos Aires td mark the an¬ 
niversary. 

A series of bombs exploded 
simultaneously before dawn 
in railroad yards on the out¬ 
skirts of Rosario, effectively 
cutting all railroad traffic to 
the port city on the Parana 
River about 150 miles 
northwest of Buenos Aires. 

Two more bombs exirioded 
in this capital, following the 
blast Monday at the Sheraton 
Motel in which a Canadian 
woman was killed and two 
others were injured.

SANTIAGO. Chile (UPI) — 
Riot police clashed with bat¬ 
tling, rival political organiza¬ 
tions in downtown Santiago 
Tuesday as Marxist President 
Salvador Allende sought mc- 
diaion to settle an escalating 
series of strikes that has crip¬ 
pled Chile’s economy. 

Political groups opposed to 
and supporting Allende’s gov¬ 
ernment clashed for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive day in the 
capital. Police fired tear gas 
grenades into the roving 
bands, and used a truck- 
mounted water cannon to dis¬ 
perse them. 

A police official said “many 
people” were arrested in the 
incidents. There was no im¬ 
mediate report of injuries. 

As the scoije of the strikes 
broadened. Allende asked Mi¬ 
guel Jacob, president of the 
Chilean Association of Profes¬ 
sional Organizations, to draw 
up a plan to mediate the 
walkouts. The association in¬ 
cludes the 19 major profes¬ 
sional organizations in the na¬ 
tion.

Hartley, therefore, said that 
he had reservations about 
governmental takeovers in 
any industry, particularly 
right now in B.C. 

And vsdille most sections of 
the country are showing im¬ 
provement in dollar volume of 
construction activity, Hartley 
said he was concerned in that 
B.C., as early as last May, 
was showing a slight decline. 

*‘We are growing at about 7 
per cent per year right now in 
Canada," said the construc¬ 
tion president, ‘‘but there is 
much more room for growth." 

Asked whether the Macken¬ 
zie Valley pipeline project 
was essential to the well-being 
of the imiustry, Hartley said 
it wasn't. However, he said, 
what was important was that 
a decision be made soon. 

•’Something of this nature is 
a tremendous undertaking 
and a starting date is neces¬ 
sary before builders can 
make their plans for the fu¬ 
ture. The lead time required 
in equilwnent. requirements 
alone is just one important 
factor." he said. 

Hartley said he also didn’t 
feel it essential that the pipe¬ 
line financing necessarily lie 
Canadian. 

"Our country Is built on 
foreign capital. And much of 
our work fgree comes from 
foreign shores and . is further¬ 
more encouraged to come," 
he said^ 

"But once that pipeline is 





started, we certainly wouldn’t 
like to tee it stopped, for any 
leaton," he added: 

The construcUon president 
taw hope ih the matter of 
labor relations in the in* 
dustry. 

"The old methods of con¬ 
frontation must go,” he said. 
"Both sides have to look at 
new methods." 

Hartley said experiments 
in labor relations had tdready 
begun in Ontario, lie has been 
appointed a member of a 
nine-member construction in¬ 
dustry review panel. 

Members of the panel, \%i3en 
they are* all nan^, will in¬ 
clude four from management, 
four from unions and a 
former ■ deputy minister of 
labor for the province of On¬ 
tario. Their purpose will be to 
settle problem areas that 
can’t be resolved at the bar¬ 
gaining table. 

Effects of weather and gov¬ 
ernment practice of not ask¬ 
ing for tenders until provin¬ 
cial budgets have been passed 
are, two factors that lead to 
the cyclical nature of the con¬ 
struction {industry. 

"They’ve started a system 
of pre-tendering in Manitoba 
that is working very well,” 
said Hartley. He explained 
that all the tenders now are 
ready, especially with regard 
to such things as highway 
construction. l)efore the bud¬ 
get comes to a vote, and then 
it's a quick matter to begin 
tlie project. This type of 
thinking allows construction 
planners much wider leeway 
in their planning, he said. 

Hartley is a civil engineer 
and a chairman and chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of Frnnkel 
Structural .Steel Ltd. in Toron¬ 
to. 

He is the son-in-law of the 
late Tillie Rolston, a former 
Coaservative and Social Credit 
MLA. And a nephew, Peter

flight ot refugees. West Ger¬ 
mans also will get the right to 
travel outside East Berlin to 
East Germany.

aty council’s public works 
committee Tuesday discussed 
.ways and means of repairing 
the sidewalk at View and 
Quadra which was damaged 
during constructiqn of the 
controversial highrlse build¬ 
ing at that comer. ^ 

Some time ago, the city 
asked Vancouver developer 3. 
A. Mulek to "clean up the 
mesa" adjacent to the com¬ 
pleted structure, and to 


suggest a way of affecting re¬ 
pairs to the damaged i side¬ 
walk. Repairs were estimated 
.fo cost $9,500. 

In a letter to the city, Mulek 
replied, “We want to co¬ 
operate with the city in every 
way possible and are pre¬ 
pared to accept responsibility 
for damage to the street and 
sidewalk resulting from our 
construction operations on 
this project.” 

But Mulek also said there 
would be further damage 
when he proceeds with the 
second part of his project — a 
twin tower to the existing one. 
Permanent repair work, he 
said, should be delayed until 
after that tower is completed. 

The trouble is that the city 
is trying to prevent construc¬ 
tion of the second phase, but 
it’s still questionable ss^ther 
it can. 

If the city repairs the slde- 
wMk and the second phase of 
the project is abandoned, the 
city engineer feels he will 
have a hard time getting the 
J9.500 from Mulek. 

It the second phase pro¬ 
ceeds, the sidewalk rfiouldn’t 
he repaired now, according to 
the city engineer. 

Mayor Peter Pollen told the 
committee it was immaterial 
what the developer would 
build and whether he would 
build it: the sidewalk should 
be repaired. 

"This man (Mulek) doesn’t 
have a licence to rip up our 
streets and leave them. The

He went directly from the 
court building at 633 Hsgard 
to The Bay about a block 
away and. at about 4:40 p.m., 
he was stopped for shc^lifting 
35 more recordings. 

In court Tueada^'^ MeCrae 
pleaded guilty to a Victoria 
charge of theft Involving less 
than $200 and was sentenced 
by Judge William. Ostler to 
four months in Jail. 

The trial Moiday, “before 
Judge F. S. Green* Involved 
12 recordings worth a total of 
$83.66 and taken Aug. 22 from 
Modem Sound Records, 766 
Fort. 

A security officer for The 
Bay testified that McCrae, put 
a large bundle of recordings 
under his coat at about 4:40 
p.m. and added that McCrae 
“adopted a threatening atti¬ 
tude’' when stopped in his 
car. 

Macintyre said he had not 
opposed Mediae’s release 
Monday becau.se McCrae had 
a record of only one minor of¬ 
fence since 1367.

Free Sehool Loses 
Appeal of Closure

“It’s like a blade spot has 
been put on earth here ... I 
don’t know what wc’ll do now 
or what they’ll do to us." 

“Here” is the site of the 
former Satuma Island Free 
School, at Boot Cove un Satur- 
na Island, and the words 
cama'fxbm William Sheffeld. 
fprmer director of the school 
who had learned late Tuesday 
that its a(H>cal against a 
Greater.Victoria health board 
closu^A)rder had been dis¬ 
missed in Victoria County 
CTurb A 

In a written judgment hand¬ 
ed den^ earlier in the day 
Judge M. L. T. Drake said 
that in his view, “the evi¬ 
dence ... is overwhelming in 
justifying the making of the 
order.”’ 

He also rejected three ar¬ 
guments of the school’s law¬ 
yers that the order had been 
legally bad. 

The order in question had 
been given to the school Aug. 
16, 1971 and had ordered that^ 
the premises be vacated by 
the end of that month. 

The school which opened in 
1968 housed up to 24 childi’en 
from seven to 17. and operat¬ 
ed in an unstructured manner 
with no formal curriculum or 


rules for the students. Fees 
were between $1,000 and 
$1,250 a year. 

The premises involved were 
an 80-year-old . farmhouse 
which W’M the main budding 
of the senool and so\ eral out¬ 
buildings attached to it, and 
the grounds given for the 
order were various unsanitary 
conditions there. 

Sheffeld said that as a re¬ 
sult of the order, the school it¬ 
self had hot re-opened for the 
1971-72 or 1972-73 terms, but, 
since the appeal was pending, 
the premises had not been 
completely vacated. 

He and his family and the 
families of other former 
school staff members had 
continued to live, with some 
farm animals, on the 30-acre 
farm site, and “we will try t» 
do whatever 'we can to keep 
on living here.ourselves.” 

If an appeal was possible 
from Drake’s decision, it 
would probably be taken, he 
said, but before making a 
firm decision on this, he 
would have to consult with his 
lawyer, William Sigurgeirson 
of Vancouver. 

The staff had hoped to re¬ 
open the school, “but it looks 
a bit bleak now,” he said. 

It was not clear what would 
happen next in the proceed- 
in gs. Sheffe ld said he did not 
\ 


know if they would now have 
to vacate the premises com¬ 
pletely, what would have to 
happen in terms of standards 
t > allow them to be inhabited 
agaih, how' mu^'h time ihcy 
would have before vacating, 
or how any eviction would be 
carried out. 

Neither was he sure what 
would happen if the property 
was sold if someone else 
wanted to live in it. 

In the judgment. Drake 
wrote that it appeared that 
until late 1969, after the 
school had survived another 
closure order by the health 
board, “the requirements of 
the health officers as to sani¬ 
tary arrangements brought 
about considerable efforts" at 
the school. 

After qualified approval had 
been given in late 1969, how¬ 
ever. “it seems a more re¬ 
laxed attitude prevailed at the 
school ... it is evident that 
the Zenonian dictum as’ to 
man's special genius lying in 
his capacity for reprise be¬ 
came the guiding pruiciple of. 
those concerned wiUi liouse- 
keeping at the establish¬ 
ment.” 

Drake wrote his judgment 
after a two-day hearing of the 
case SepU 26 and 27. The 
health board was represeniefl 
by lawyer Cecil Bransrm.

Victoria Moves Toward Land Bank 


Victoria has taken the first 
step toward establishing a 
land bank. 

Purpose of the proposed 
land bank is to acquire choice 
pieces of property for the 
city’s parks system, and to 
prevent commercial develop¬ 
ment in places where it would 
be detrimental to the public 
interest, 

A complete report on the 
proposal is being prepared by 

The plan was proposed 
Tuesday to city council’s plan¬ 


ning committee by Aid. Mike 
Young, committee chairman. 

For a while^ the proposal 
appeared doomed, especially 
when Mayor Peter Pollen 
pointed out that unwanted 
development couldn’t possibly 
be prevented through the 
mass purchase of property. 

J'he mayor told the commit¬ 
tee the city didn't^ have 
enough money to buy out 
ovei V (Ipvelopor whose pro. 
duin t suit the rih-. 

But Young insisted that his 


land bank proposal be put to a 
vote. He told the mayor noth¬ 
ing would make him abandon 
his plan. 

Pollen then suggested that 
it would be far more effective 
if, for iq^tance, the entire 
James Bay area were rezoned 
to R-1 residential. That would 
freeze development and give 
the city time to prepare a 
comprehensive development 
plan for James Bay. 

Poll(?n had referred specifi¬ 
cally to James Bay after

large three-storey frame 
apartment - building at Dallas 
and Dock. That development. 
Young said, was not in the 
public interest, but there was 
nothing council could do to 
stop it.

She kapt her audience , of 
about £5 persons attentive 
during her 35-minute talk in 
which she described how chil¬ 
dren. froirP childbirth, are 
conditioned to accept tradi¬ 
tional sexual roles.- 

The august assembly broke 
inlo'^’peals of laughter* as it 
received a liberal sprinkling 
of the former Secretary of 
State’s well-known humor, 
such as: 


“You are not only the privi¬ 
leged class but you are proba¬ 
bly sons of the TnlYileged 
class." she scolded the head¬ 
masters. 

"I have no objection to. the 
privileged class.

"If she's taught from the 
time, she’s a baby that her 
only uulfilment is to be at¬ 
tached to a man ... she is 
only partly fulfilled." she 
said. 

Miss LaMarsh said elemen¬ 
tary school texts are subtfely 
sexist in nature, noting that 
boys in the books are usually 
portrayed as aggressive wbile 
girls are passive. She said 
girls are often later barred 
from such courses as draft¬ 
ing. 

"It is my hope that over the 
next 30 to SO years, there will 
be a galloping growth of op¬ 
portunity for women.

B.C, Loves Mushrooms 


Did you know that British 
Columbians are the world’s 
biggest per capita consumers 
of mushrooms? They eat 
three pounds of mushrooms 
per person per year. Those 
figures come from B.C. Food 
Information, a provincial 
(Government) publication. 

To meet this demand. H.1 
growers from Lulu Island to 
Rosedaie produced more than 
four million f>ounds of 
mushrooms last year, for a 
record year, and this >‘ear 
this total is expected to he 
surpassed. 

Mushrooms are one of the 
most versatile of vegetables. 
They can be sauteed, 
creamed, stewed whole or 
sliced. Steak and mushrooms 
is a classic but they can also 
lift a lowly stew into the gour¬ 
met class. Gaining in popular¬ 
ity is the use of raw 
mushrooms in salads and as 
hors d'oeuvres. They also add 
a subtle flavor to casserole 
dishes. 

To prepare for use. wa.sh 
with a light stream of cold 
water and then sprinkle with 
lemon juice to prevent the 
mushroom from turning dark. 

The mu^room is a good 
source of protein, iron, thia¬ 
min. riboflavin and miacin. It 
is low in calories, carbohy¬ 
drates. calcium and ascorbic 
acid. 

It is said that Louis XIV of 
France encouraged the first 
known modern cultivation of 
mushrooms in the 17th centu¬ 
ry. By 1900. some 1,500 miles 
of mushroom beds were under 
cultivation in caves outside 
Paris. From there, the in¬ 
dustry spread throughout the 
western world. 

Only potatoes are ahead of 
mushroom cultivation in B.C. 

Following is a recipe that 
combines the two leaders.

. B.C. Plans Teeth To Regulate Industry

Tbe NDP government is 
teeldng control over tobacco 
maxlEeting and promotion in a 
bill introduced by Attorney' 
General Alex Macdonald In 
the Legislature Tuesday. 

The bill, given first reading, 
gives the government power 
to control the iiackaging, la¬ 
belling, selling, distribution, 
advertising and promotion of 
tobacco and tobacco products 
within the province. 

Under the Tobacco Prod¬ 
ucts Act, as it will be known 
when it passes, it will be an 
offence to deceive or mislead 
a consumer or purchaser of 
tobacco aS'-to the character, 
toxicity, composition,, pierit or 
safety of the product. 


The bill aims to {HVtect the 
health of consumers of tobac¬ 
co, including snoff. 


Observer Role 
To Bangladesh 

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) 
Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim has awarded of¬ 
ficial observer status at the 
Unted Nations to the new 
state of Bangladesh, a U.N. 
spokesman said. The spokes¬ 
man said a representative of 
Bangladesh requested' the 
status on Oct. t, and the sec- 
,retary general took his deci¬ 
sion last llnirsday. 


Those who contravene its 
sections face a $500 fine for a

The l^csl.slature grappled 
briefly Tuesday with the issue 
of reform of its rules and pro¬ 
cedures, but resolved in^the 
end to make haste slowly." 

Provincial Secretary Krnest 
Hall introduced a proposed 
Legislative Procedure and 
Practice Inijuiry Act at the 
opening session. The bill will 
newly elected Speaker 
Gordon Dowding powers of a 
special commissioner to con¬ 
duct a study of practices in 
other jurisdictiona and report 
back to the spring session. 

But Liberal leader David 
Anderson felt there should be 
an oral question iieriod begin¬ 
ning immediately. His motion 
was ruled out of order by 
Dowding, and Anderson later 
told reporters this was "a 
major disappointment. " 
Premier Barrett said in an 


intervieWT “Anybody who 
says this can be changed and 
that can be changed Is abso¬ 
lutely correct. But the method 
we’re selecting is the com¬ 
plete opposite direction of 
what we’ve been used to in 
the past 20 years. We're not 
changing anything until the 
house as a whole sits and dis¬ 
cusses it and agrees or dis¬ 
agrees.” 

After visiting other legisla¬ 
tures to study their rules and 
practices, Barrett said, Dowd- 
ing will draft a series of pro¬ 
posed reforms for the B.C. 
house which will be sent to an 
all-party committee for fur¬ 
ther study at the next session. 
The committee’s recommen¬ 
dations will be brought back 
to the house for final debate 
before implementation. 

“This government won’t ar¬ 


bitrarily change the rules.” 
Barrett said. “Some of us 
have fixed opinions of the re¬ 
forms we want, and I certain¬ 
ly hope they will eventually 
be put into effect. But we 
have come from a 1k>us€ 
which in the past saw changes 
made and then announced. I’d 
rather wait and do it absolute¬ 
ly correctly."

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Tips on Storage 


In jralcrday'i column w« diicuiMd 
in a Uteoretlcal way the oonditiona ra- 
qulrad for the aafe itorasa of boine- 
srown vegetaUea for winter um. In 
paaaing, I must make It clear once 
again that tiie temperature and humidi¬ 
ty values I mentkn are Ideal oenditiona 
— aomething to shoot at Vegetabltf 
can be kept In far from ideal environ¬ 
ments, but their storage Ufo Is reduced 
oorrespondingly. 

Today I propoae to take up the ape- 
cUtc conditions for tha sfotaga of a few 
of our more common vegetaUea. 

Potatoes — This is one vegetable 
which mustn't be stoted too cool. Meet 
vegetaUea keep best at a tamperature 
just barely above the freezing point but 
spuds take on an unpleasant swe^h 
flavor If the temperature ii allowed to 
drop bekw 36 degrees. Storage life will 

longest in a range of 36 to 40 de¬ 
grees they will start sprouting If kept 
too warm. 

Also, potatoes must be stored In 
darkness, for light will turn the sldns 
green, and these green skins are mildly 
poisonous. Greened potatoes may be 
eaten without danger If peeled deeply 
enough to remove all the green. 

Store In slatted bins ao air can 
circulate freely through the slate to the 
lower layers. If you use potato sacks in¬ 
stead of bins, don’t heap the sacks on 


top of ane another, hut space them out 
a Ut lo air can circulate freely arpund 
and between them. 

* ★ A 

Oamts ~ Store carrots in boxes m 
cartons of peat mots, sand or sawdust, 
very slight moistened. Arrange the 
carrati in is^n, heed to tail to take up 
less space .cloec together but not quite 
touching. Ideal temperature is 32 de- 
greaa .but tha peat or send allows quite 
a bit of latitude in this respect. 

Cut the tops off short before shning, 
but'do nat, as aometimss advised, cut a 
slice from the top of tfie carrot. 


Beefs — Beets wiU bleed like a stuck 
pig if the tope ere cut off ckae, as for 
carrots. Cut off about an inch above the 
bulb, or better still, twist off the tops 
between the two hands, as English and 
Scottish gardeners do. Store as for car¬ 
rots in slightly dampened peat moss, 
sand or sawdust, and as close to the 
freezing point as you can manage.

Onions — Onions can take quite a bit 
more warmth than carrots or beets, but 
require much more air. FV>r this raason 
they are never plunged in peakAvr sand, 
as for carrots and beets, but are stared 
in open meih onion sacks or In slatted 
trays. Another way la to rope them.

Mind Needs Exercise 


Apropoe of a recent piece of 
mine, about the "shape” of 
the mind being more impor¬ 
tant than its size, a reader 
wants to know how we can go 
about improving the "shapeli¬ 
ness" of the mind. 

Without repeating what I 
said before, let me simply 
observe that the body and the 
mind have some character¬ 
istics jn comnwn that we 
rarely think of. 

First, it is not the total 
bulk, or size, of the body that 
makes It either agile or re¬ 
sponsive, but its muscle-tone, 
t^ch depends largely on the 
right exercise.

The finest athletes are not 
the strongest — not even ne- 
cesssirUy tha boxers, when 
strength Is a paramount quali¬ 
ty — hut those who can get 


the maximum result with the 
least expenditure of energy. 
And to do this, of course, you 
have to be "in shape."

Indians Disapprove 
Indian MLA’s Role 


PORT ALBERNI — Sugges¬ 
tions and demands to the pro¬ 
vincial government will not be 
channelled through MLA 
Frank Calder (NDP-Atlin) by 
Indian bands on the west 
coast of Vancouver island, the 
West Coast District Council 
said Tuesday. 

The 11-band council, which 
met Friday aod Saturday in 
Port Alberhi, said in a state¬ 
ment it does not approve of 
Premier Dave Barrett’s 
choice of Calder to look into 
Indian problems. 

So, the council said it will 
relay communications to the 
government through MLA 
Bob SkeUy (NDP-Port Alber- 
ni) "whom we place the 
utmost confidence in” or the 
Union of B.C. Chiefs. 

Calder, who was appointed 
Minister without portfolio 
shortly after the Aug. 30 elec¬ 
tion, has been an MLA since 
1349. He is president of the 
Nishga tribal council. 

The West Coast District 
Council gave three reasons 
for their objection to Calder’s 
appointment to look after In¬ 
dian problems: 

• Calder endorsed the 
federal government’s 1%9 
White Paper policy concern¬ 
ing Indians. 

• Calder attempted to 
hinder presentation of the 
Lands Claims paper to the 
federal government by the 
UBCC. 

• Council members also 
feel that Calder is mainly in¬ 
terested in the Nishga people 


and their aboriginal claim to 
the Nass Valley which is 
pending before Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

"Council members felt that 
Premier Barrett's action was 
contrary to his previous state¬ 
ment that he would consult 
with the Indian people before 
making decisions that affect 
their Uvm, the statement 
said. 

"We ask Premier Barrett to 
recognize our final decision 
since it is in context with the 
idea of democracy.” 


In other business, the coun- 

cU: 

• Expressed astonish¬ 
ment . that Indians are not 
being consulted on boundaries 
of Phase 3 of the Pacific Rim 
National Park. 

# Endorsed the First Citi¬ 
zens’ Fund but agreed the 
provincial government should 
consult with Indian represent¬ 
atives how monies from the 
fund could best serve the In¬ 
dians. 


Hospital Embraces 
Arthritis Program 


NANAIMO— The Nanaimo Regional Hos¬ 
pital has entered Into an agreement whereby 
an arthritis control program will be integrat¬ 
ed into the hospital’s rehabilitation program. 

The function was carried out locally by 
the Canadian Arthritis and Rheumatism Soci¬ 
ety. 

Under terms of the agreement, certain 
members of the staff of the CARS physioth¬ 
erapy department will be joining the phy¬ 
siotherapy staff at the hospital. Hospital ther¬ 
apists will be oreinted through ^e CARS 
training programs so that a fully trained and 
integrated staff will be achieved. 

The regional hospital will also extend 
therapy services to Ladysmith and Che- 


mainus hospitals by using visiting physioth¬ 
erapists from the hospital instead of from the 
CARS organization as is now the case. 

'The new service makes this kind of treat¬ 
ment available to residents of Nanaimo, 
Ladysmith, Chemainus, Parksville and Quali- 
cum. 

In a prepared statement Monday, the hos¬ 
pital board says "It is hoped that the con¬ 
tinued interests of the ommunity in the 
work of both CARS and the hospital in its 
regional arthritic program will be main¬ 
tained.” 

'The CARS auxilliary will become part of 
the hospital’s volunteer services and will con¬ 
tinue to work with arthritic patients both in 
and out of hospital as required.

NANAIMO — A 21-year-old 
girl Tuesday told a Supreme 
Court jury here of the events 
surrounding the shooting 
April 23 of her girl friend, 
Brenda Eileen Danlluck, 16, 
in a local night club. 

Cathy Bwtezey was testify¬ 
ing during the trial of Michael 
Sean McCormick of Nanaimo, 
charged with non-capital 
murder. 

Miss Sweezey said that she, 
Miss Daniluck and McCor¬ 
mick first got together on the 
evening of April 21 in a Nan¬ 
aimo beer parlor. From there, 
the trio went to the Eagles’ 
club, also in downtown Nanai¬ 
mo. 

While there, the witness 
said, McCormicdc started giv¬ 
ing Miss Daniluck a "rough 
time, telling her to grow up.” 

Proceedings were Interrupt¬ 
ed when the witness broke 
down crying and shouted, as 
she looked at the accused,” I 
just want him out of my sight. 
I want him out of my sight. 
Tm sick. I’m fed up.” 

The court reconvened when 
the yoqns woman had re¬ 
gained her composure. 

She then testified that the 
trip, with another man wdio 
had joined them at the 
Eagles’ Club, went to the 
Longhouse Restaurant at 
about 10. 


A short time after their ar¬ 
rival, she said, a man asked 
Brenda Daniluck to dance. 

She said McCormick began 
acting strangely and became 
possessive of Miss Daniluck, 
t^ing "nobody dances with 
my girl.” 

Later in the evening. Miss 
Sweezey said she became 
frightened when McCormick 
said "he was my godfather 
and that he was going to hurt 
me. I was frightened and I 
suggested we leave but we 
stayed," she said. 

"Brenda said she was get¬ 
ting soared, too but Mike 
didn't react at all.” 

Between. 11:30 and mid¬ 
night. she testified, McCor¬ 
mick left the restaurant for 
about half an hour. 

Court was told that when he 
returned, he just said "hi” to 
his former companions but 
sat with another couple. 

"Then suddenly Mike pulled 
a gun. He had it just above 
the table, pointing at me. I 
remember falling over. The 
next I heard was two shots 
and I sat straight up. Brenda 
was white.” 

She added that McCor¬ 
mick’s next move was to get 
up from his table and walk 
away. 

He walked casually away — 
like nothing l)ad happened. I 


ran to Brenda and then 1 
heard another shot. Mike con¬ 
tinued out the door.” she said. 

She said she did not re¬ 
member being shot until the 
next morning in hospital. She 
said she was grazed by a bul¬ 
let across the forehead. 

Miss Sweezey said she had 
known McCormick for about 
nine months and had seen 
him under the influence of 
excessive aloohal consump¬ 
tion at least once. 

The questioning was 
pressed by crown counsel 
David Williams and the 
witness replied: 

"There’s no way he was 
drunk — no way at all” on the 
night of the shooting. 

Police later said that in ad¬ 
dition to the two girls, Wayne 
Barber and Rick Coultran, 
both of Nanaimo, had also 
been hit by bullets. Barber 
was shot while in the restau¬ 
rant and Coultran was hit 
while in the parking lot out¬ 
side the establishment. 

A chrome-finished .22- 
calibre revolver has been ad¬ 
mitted as an exhibit in the 
trial, which is exi)erted to 
take all week to complete. 

Nanaimo hospital patholo¬ 
gist Dr. Stanley Grant tes¬ 
tified that in his opinion, the 
Daniluck girl ^ad died of two 
bullet rounds to the head.

the grounds given for the 
order were various unsanitary 
conditions there. 

Shcffeld said that as n re¬ 
sult of the order, the school it¬ 
self had not re-opened for the 
1971-72 or 1972-73 terms, but, 
since the api>eal was pending, 
the premises had not been 
completely vacated.

HERIOT BAY — "Waiter!

Well, it didn't happen exact¬ 
ly like that, but last fall when 
Norton Dainard was called to 
check trouble br the Heriot 
Bay Inn pub, that’s what he 
saw. 

“I was sitting in the lobby 
hiding from the guests,” he 
said "Someone came in and 
said ‘You’d better go into the 
beer parlor — they need some 
help.' ” ' 

Dainard, who with his wife 
Carole ownsdhe hotel, said he 
ran Into the barroom expect¬ 
ing to encounter a brawl, but 
Instead was confronted by a 
full-grown deer, cradled 
around a glass of beer at a 
table. 

‘"The loggers and hunters in 
the place roared, but were re¬ 
ally disappointed when I said 
it couldn’t stay,” he said.

"Eighty skippers from Nel¬ 
son Brothers fisheries were 
due for a banquet.” said 
Carole. "We thought they’d

Trudeau on Canadian Control: 


Too Soon To Get Tough 


TORONTO (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Tues¬ 
day conditions may be ripe in 
about five years for tougher 
government measures to 
exert Canadian control over 
the economy. 

He said in a question-and- 
answer session following a 
Junior Board of Trade lun¬ 
cheon that this is a difficult 
time for Canada to be 
"hard” on foreign investment 
because of the necessity to 
create jobs. 

Such a policy would lead to 
massive unemployment and a 
slowdown of economic 
growth. 

In the evening. Trudeau told 
upward of 15,0(X) cheering sup¬ 
porters at Maple Leaf Gar¬ 
dens that the goal of his gov¬ 


ernment is a harmonious 
equilibrium embracing all re¬ 
gions of Canada. 

He also pledged to work for 
a "social order reflecting 
human values” if the Liberals 
are returned to power in the 
Oct. 30 federal-election.

Free School Loses 
Appeal of Closure

"It’s like a black spot has 
been put on earth here ... I 
don't know’ what we’ll do now' 
or what they’ll do to us." 

"Here" is the site of the 
former Satuma Island Free 
School, at Boot Cove on Satur- 
na Island, and the wpMs 
came from William Sheffeld, 
former director ot the school 
who had leaned late Tuesday 
that Us appeal against a 
Greater Victoria health board 
closure order had been dis¬ 
missed in Victwia County 
C^urt. 

In a written judgment hand¬ 
ed down earlier in the day 
Judge M. L. T. Drake said 
that in his view, "the evi¬ 
dence ... is ove whelming in 
jusLlfying Alie mdWng of the 
order. ‘' 

He also rejected three ar¬ 
guments of the school’s law¬ 
yers that the order had been 
legally bad. 

The order in question had 
been given to the school Aug. 
16, 1971 and had ordered that 
the premises be vacated by 
the end of that month. 

The school which opened in 
3968 housed up to 24 children 
from seven to 17, and operat¬ 
ed in an unstructured manner 
.with no formal curriculum or 


rules for the students. Fees 
were behveen 51,000 and 
51.250 a year. 

The premises involved were 
an ^year-old farmhouse 
which was the main building 
of the school and several out¬ 
buildings attached to it, and 
the grounds given for the 
order were various unsanitary 
cftnditions there.' 

Sheffeld said that as a re¬ 
sult of the order, the school it¬ 
self had not re-opened for the 
1971-72 or 1972-73 terms, but. 
since the appcnl was pending, 
the premises had not been 
completely vacated. ^ 

He and his family and the 
families of other former 
school staff members had 
continued to live, with some 
farm animals, on Jhe Sd-acre 
farm site, and "\ve will tr>' t> 
do whatever we can to keep 
qn living here cursives." 

If an appeal was possible 
from brake’s decision, it 
would probably be taken, he 
said, but before making a 
firm decision on this, he 
would ha\ e to consult with his 
lawyer, William Sigurgeii^on 
of Vancouvei . 

The staff had hoped to re¬ 
open the school, “but .it looks 
a bit bleak now," he said. 

It was not clear what would 
happen next in the proceed¬ 
ings. Sheffeld said he did not

Rezoning "the whole

Shortly before 4:30 p.m. 
Monday, 24-year-old Victoria 
resident Robert James 
McCrae was found guilty in 
Victoria Provincial Court of 
shoplifting a number of re- 
cor^gs and 'allowed to go 
free pending his sentence 
Nov. 1. 

He went directly from the 
court building at 633 Fisgard 
to The Bay about a block 
away and, at about 4:40 p.m., 
he was stopped for shoplifting 
35 more recordings. 

In court Tuesday, McCrae 
pleaded guilty to a Victoria 
charge of theft involving less 
than 5200 and was sentenced 
by Judge William. OstUr to 
four months in jail. 

The trial Monday, before 
Judge F. S. Green, involved 
12 recordings worth a total of 
583.66 and taken Aug. 22 from 
Modem Sound Records, 766 
Fort. 

A security officer for The 
Bay testified that McCrae. put 
a large bundle of recordings 
under his coat at about 4:40 
p.m. and added that McCrae 
"adopted a threatening atti¬ 
tude" when stopped in his 
car. 

MacIntyre said he had not 
opposed McCrae’s release 
Monday because McCrae had 
a record of only one minor of¬ 
fence since 3967. 

He said, he regretted his de¬ 
cision, and "the contempt 
with which he (McCrae) 
treats the leniency given by 
this court is absolutely as¬ 
tounding." 

Before imposing sentence. 
Ostler added: "It is difficult

opment, now is negotiating 
with the city of Victoria for 
the s^e of the waterfront 
property. 

Doug Aitken, assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of Maratlvxi’s 
Vancouver office, will meet 
this morning with Victoria 
Mayor Peter Pollen to discuss 
the matter. 

Until about two years ago, 
Marathon Realty, a Canadian 
Pacific subsidiary, had plans 
for a major development on 
the property between Belle¬ 
ville and the waterfront. 

At one time, plans included 
a highrise tower with revolv¬ 
ing restaurant on top. These 
plans were later scaled down. 

After several different pro¬ 
posals, the company finally 
planned to build a number of 
boutiques, a small shopping 
centre, a seafood restaurant 
and a dance pavilion on the 
614 acre site. 

But that proposal, too, ran 
into oppeeition from city hall. 
Mayor Peter Ik)llen, then an 
alderman, referred to the 
project as a tourist trap. 

The company then an¬ 
nounced it wouldn’t proceed 
with its plans "for the time 
being." 

Aiken said in an interview 
from Vancouver Tuesday that 
the firm hadn't completely 
ruled out the possibility of a 
development, but it appeared 
that the city would like to 
purchase the property. 

He said he would enter the 
negotiations with an open 
mind. All possibilities wcnild 
be discussed. 

Pollen said the "uncertainty 
over the piece of property is 
closer to being resolved" than 
that of any other in the city. 

The city would like to pur¬ 
chase the site to assure that 
this part of the Inner Harbor 
will remain for pedestrian use 
only, but the mayor has said 
previously that the price must 
be right before the city will 
buy.
